U.S. Marine was shot and killed 
today by one of his own buddies— 
the second American 
to die in 
Lebanon since U.S. troops landed 
last Tuesday to try to save the 
country's independence.

and was killed by a sentry when 
he failed to answer 
three chal­ 
lenges. 


T H E F IR ST American killed in 
Lebanon was Navy Lt. <jg» Rich­ 
ard Dietrich, 24, Evanston. 111., a 
Navy pilot whose plane crashed 
into a mountain near Beirut last 
Saturday. 
Authorities s a i d 
his 
plane flamed out and that he was 
not hit by rebel bullets. 


The Marine 
killed 
today was 
shot 
in 
the 
stomach. 
He was 
rushed by helicopter 
to a ship 
hospital but died on the operating 
table.

ARM Y ENGINEERS estimated 
damage to towns and farms in the 
path of the floodwaters at more 
than nine million dollars.

Kansas City 
district engineer, said about 100.* 
000 acres of fertile farm l a n d 
were under water alon$ the low­ 
er reaches of the Missouri. Dam­ 
age in that area was estimated 
at $2.500.000.

To Rise Due to Recession

that President Eisenhower, faced 
with an increasing decline in fed­ 
eral rev enue, could 
attack 
t he 
mounting deficit only by the un­ 
likely method of higher taxes or 
by severe slashes in non-defense 
spending. 


Actual receipts for 
fiscal 
1958 
which ended June 30 dropped to 
$69,100.000.000. due largely to the 
recession. This figure was expect­ 
ed to go down to $67.500,000.000 in 
the current 1959 fiscal year end­ 
ing June 30. 


T H E T R E A S U R Y and the Budg­ 
et Bureau Monday released fig­ 
ures on federal finances at the 
end of fiscal 1958. While no official 
forecast on fiscal 1959 is expec»etT 
until 
early 
September. * officials 
are planning the budget for fiscal 
I960 in the light of these prelimi­ 
nary 1959 projections:

We refer specifically to the case of 
brilliant, young Miss Elfrlda Von N ar­ 
do,-ff who for 21 weeks correctly a n ­ 
sw ered highly com plicated and difficult 
q uestions to reach a record breaking to­ 
tal of $220,500 In winnings. 


While not m entioneo on the sh o w . the 
question upperm ost In the m inds of the 
vast viewing audience of well w ishers 
was "how m uch will Elfrida be allowed 


to keep after taxes?" 
That an sw er has now been supplied 
thro ug h the press by the tax statisti­ 
cians and It clearly illustrates to all the 
m agnitude of ttie u nfair and o u trag e­ 
ous "rob bery" being com m itted against 
m any persons who "h ap p en ” for any 
one of a n u m b e r of reasons to receive a 
large incom e in any one year. 


Elfrida will pay federal taxes of 77 
per ren t or $170,000 leaving her about
